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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE

The prior art of record, Alsop et al teaches compositions comprising dextrans that 
have a bulking effect and are used to help flow of potentially toxic or allergic substances 
through the gut. The instant invention uses a composition wherein the thickening effect is 
minimized by allowing the viscosity to rise by not more than lOmPas for reducing the 
uptake of allergens and microorganisms. The method as instantly claimed, is not taught 
or fairly suggested by the prior art of record.
